All arc con- 
ccrned to be very CircumſpeR and careful, leaſt the ſame or ſuch like 
unnappy Judgment ſurprizes them in their ſecurity, Novyv the In- 
habitants of Wapp:ng are viſited by a ſevere aftition, vvho knovvs 10 
hoyv litle time, others thatthink themſelves ſecure, may be involved 

w the fame diſeaſe, vyhich the Lord of his infinite mercy,preſerve our 
fouriihing City, not only from the Malice, Envy, and Subtilty of the
